Boston, Feb. 2. — A northeast snow 


storm, which set in on Monday and 
raged until yesterday afternoon, com- 
pletely paralyzed all branches of busi- 
ness and street car and steam railroad 
traffic, and shut off the city from com- 
munication by wire with all places out- 
side the citv limits of Boston. 
The 


storm was the most severe this city 
has experienced in 2o years, and caused 
the loss of several lives, beside doing a 
money damage of hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars. 


More than half the electric lights of 


the city went out, and In suburban 
towns the fire alarm service was crip- 
pled. In Newton broken wires falling 
across others started a fire in the elec- 
tric room of the elegant residence of 
Charles J. Travolli, the wealthy Pitts- 
burg steel manufacturer,' and in two 
hours nothing' remained of the house 
but ashes.

caped in their ni>jht clothes without 
saving anything. The loss amounts to ' 
about $100,000.

Late Monday night the big three ' 


masted schooner Charles T. Brings, of 
', 


Bath, Me., coal laden, was dashed to ' 
pieces on the Nahant coast, and it is 
believed her crew of eight men per- 
ished. The body of one of the crew 
has been recovered. 


The Boston and Albany road start- 


ed two express trains for New York 
during the forenoon, but it was 2 
o'clock before they were able to pro- 
ceed beyond Natick, ten miles from 
this city. The tracks were not only 
blocked with snow, but 
masses of 


broken poles and wires scattered over 
the road were encountered at many 
points. 


The city and suburbs are covered 


with broken poles and tangled wires. 
Many horses were killed in the streets 
by stepping upon the ends of telephone 
wires which bad fallen across the trol- 
ley wires. Last night the situation as- 
sumed such a dangerous aspect that 
Mayor Quincy ordered that none of 
the electric lights be turned on except 
in districts where the wires are under 
ground. 


At Lawrence, Mass., the storm has 


paralyzed business and traffic. Street 
car lines are tied up and communication 
with other towns almost suspended. 
All the mills were seriously affected by 
the storm.

were out, and some of the mills were 
not running at all. Forty passengers 
on a train out of Boston passed the 
night stuck fast in a snow drift be- 
tween Ballarvale and Lowell, without 
food, and did not reach Lawrence un- 
til late yesterday afternoon. 


A dispatch from Gloucester, Mass., 


says: The storm at Gloucester was one 
of the worst in many years, and the 
damage which lies in its wake will foot 
up about $200.000. About one thousand 
fishing and other vessels were wholly 
or partly wrecked. A dozen of these 
were wholly wrecked. Eighteen lives 
are said to have been lost, and there 
may be 12 more who have gone down in 
missing vessels.

AN EASTERN BLIZZARD. 


Traffic Suspended by Stonn in and 


About Boston. 


VESSEL WRECKED, EIGHT LOST. 


Boston, Feb. 2. — A n o rth east snow 
storm , which set in on M onday and 
raged until y esterd ay afternoon, com ­ 
pletely paralyzed all branches of b u si­ 
ness and stre e t car and ste am railroad , 
traffic, and sh u t off the city from com ­ 
m unication by wire w ith all placcs o u t­ 
side the citv limits of 
Boston. 
The 
storm was the m ost severe this city 
has experienced in 2o years, and caused 
the loss of several lives, beside doing a 
m oney dam age of hundreds of th o u s­ 
ands of dollars. 


More than half the electric lights of 
the city w ent out, an d 
In su b u rb an 
tow ns the fire alarm service w as crip ­ 
pled. 
In N ew ton broken wires falling 
across others sta rted a fire in the elec­ 
tric room of the elegant residence of 
C harles J. Travolli, the w ealthy P itts ­ 
b u rg steel m anufacturer,* and in two 
hours nothing rem ained of the house 
but ashes. 
Mr. T ravelli’s fam ily es­ 
caped in th eir night clothes 
w ithout 
saving anything. 
The loss am o u n ts to 
about $100.000. 


L ate M onday n ight 
the 
big three 
m asted schooner Charles T. Brings, of 
B ath, Me., coal laden, w as dashed to 
pieces on the N a h a n t coast, and it is 
believed her crew of eight m en p er­ 
ished. 
The body of one of the crew 
h as been recovered. 


The Boston and A lbany road s t a r t ­ 
ed two express train s for New York 
during* 
the forenoon, b u t 
it 
w as

o'clock before they were able to pro ­ 
ceed beyond N atick, ten 
miles from 
this city. 
The track s were not only 
blocked with 
snow, 
but 
m asses

the electric lights be tu rn ed on except 
in districts w here the wires are under 
ground. 


A t Law rence, Mass., the storm h as 
paralyzed business and traffic. 
Street 
car lines are tied up and com m unication 
w ith other tow ns

suspended. 
All the mills w ere seriously affected by 
the storm. 
M any 
of the 
operatives 
were out, and some of the mills were 
not run n in g a t all. 
F o rty passengers 
on a train out of Boston passed the 
night stu ck fa st in a snoy/ drift be­ 
tween B allarvale and Lowell, w ithout 
food, and did not reach L aw rence u n ­ 
til late y esterd ay afternoon. 


A dispatch from Gloucester, Mass., 
says: The storm a t Gloucester w as one 1 
of the w orst in m an y years, and the 
dam age which lies in Its w ake will foot 
up about $200.000. A bout one thousand 
fishing and o th er vessels were wholly 
or p artly wrecked. A dozen of these 
were wholly wrecked. 
E ighteen lives 
are said to have been lost, and there 
m ay be 12 m ore who have gone down in 
m issing vessels.

H o u s e D e f e a ts T e l l e r ’s R e s o lu tio n f o r 
B o n d P a y m e n t s Iu S ilv e r . 


W ednesday of last week the house 
had 
an o th er day of* political stum p 
speaking in connection with the I n ­ 
dian appropriation bill. The only busi­ 
ness of im portance tran sacted w as the 
defeat of the m otion to strike out the 
appropriation for th e Carlisle Indian 
school, and the appropriation stands. 
The senate discussed Teller’s bond reso­ 
lution. 


T h u rsd ay in the sen ate was devoted 
to fu rth e r discussion of the Teller re s­ 
olution, which w as to have been voted 
upon a t 4 o’clock, b u t by unanim ous 
consent the vote w as postponed until 6 
o’clock on F rid a y evening. The house 
passed the Indian appropriation bill 
a fte r elim inating the provisions for the 
leasing of the gigantic mineral lands 
of 
the 
U ncom paghre reservation in 
U ta h an d the coal lands of the Kiowa, 
Comanche, A pache and W ichita reser­ 
vations. 


T he g reat event of la st week in con­ 
gress w as the passage by the senate, 
on F rid a y evening, of th* Teller reso­ 
lution auth o rizin g the paym ent of bond 
issues, principal and interest, In silver. 
The vote w as 47 to 32. 
All efforts to 
am end the resolution before the final 
vote were voted down, Mr. Lodge’s gold 
s ta n d a rd su b stitu te being defeated by 
24 yeas to 53 nays. The Republican sil­ 
ver senators voted for the Teller reso­ 
lution. 
The house passed the bill to 
p ay the 
M ethodist Episcopal church, 
south, $288,000 for dam ages sustained 
d u rin g th e w ar. 


On S a tu rd a y the house m ade a pre­ 
tense of considering the D istrict of Co­ 
lum bia appropriation bill. 
The senate 
w as not in session. 


On M onday of this week In the house 
th e Teller resolution authorizing bond 
p ay m en ts in silver, passed by the sen­ 
ate, w as overwhelm ingly defeated, the 
vote being: 
Yeas, 132; nays, 182. 
The 
.speaker had his nam e called in order to 
place him self on record ag a in st the res­ 
olution. 


On T u esd ay in the senate little busi­ 
ness w as tran sacted in open session. In 
executive session Senator P la tt (Conn.) 
spoke in fav o r of H aw aiian annexation, 
and S enators Pettigrew and W hite op­ 
posed it.

Avouiun, tells how the citizens of the 
town of AndoA'er, MUKS., have raised 
tAvo-thirdw of the .$4000 needed to buy 
a beautiful stretch of Avoodland which 
comprises apart of Indian Bingo, on 
the edge of the to\\ n. 
The Kidge is 


the natural pleasure park of the mill 
people, and on the woodland in ques- 
tion thure are oaks, chestnuts, hem- 
locks aud maples, besides some mag- 
nificent Av-hite pines. 
A year ago it 


was learned that the pines Avere to be 
sold for lumber,, and a movement Avas 
begun to secure the Avoodlaud for for- 
estry and park purposes. 


"The thought of its possibilities," 


the Avriter explains, "did not come at 
ouce, but it came very soon. 
It oc- 


curred to some of us that since all in- 
terested Avished the Avoodlaud kept in 
its natural beauty, the only care being 
to keep the forest iu its highest perfec- 
tion, it might be made a useful object 
lesson to the oAvners of small wood- 
lands, and to the boys and girls in 
schools, giving them a knowledge they 
have, as yet, no means of obtaining, 
and developing an increasing interest 
in forest preservation. 


The town of St. John's,New Bruns- 


wick, has carried out a similar under- 
taking in its A-icinity. 
Paths and 


roads have been cut through a charm- 
ing stretch of Avoodlaud, and the re- 
?ult is a park in Avhich the natural pre- 
dominates, and the VIBAVS that are af- 
forded, outside of the park, are of the 
most delightful character. There are 
toAvns and villages in European coun- 
tries having forests in their immedi- 
ate vicinity, where the same thing can 
be seen, and it Avould be possible in 
our OAVH state to bring about equally 
aeuericial results in many places. The

INTEREST IN FORESTRY. 


■\Vliat Andover, Mass., Is Today and Wlmfc 
JSt» John, N, 
Has Done. 


A communication in a journal thatis 
published in tho interests of forestry 
shows that increased attention is be­ 
ing paid to that subject in many parts 
of the country. 
The writer, who is a 
woman, tolls how tho citizens of the 
town of Andover» Mass., have raised 
two-thirds of tho $4000 needed to buy 
a beautiful stretch of woodland which 
comprises a part of Indian Bidgc, on 
tho edge of tho town. 
The Kidge is 
the natural pleasuro park of tho mill 
people, and on the woodland in ques­ 
tion tliero aro oaks, chestnuts, hem­ 
locks and maples, besides some mag­ 
nificent white pines. 
A year ago it 
was learned that the pines were to be 
sold for lumber,, and a movement was 
begun to secure the woodland for for­ 
estry and park purposes. 


“Tlio thought of its possibilities,” 
tho writer explains, “did not come at 
once, but it came very soon. 
It oc­ 
curred to some of us that since all in­ 
terested wished the woodland kept in 
its natural beauty, the only care being 
to keep the forest in its highest perfec­ 
tion, it might be mado a useful object 
lesson to the owners of small wood­ 
lands, and to the boys and girls in 
schools, giving them a knowledge they 
have, as yet, no means of obtaining, 
and developing an increasing interest 
in forest preservation. 


The town of St. John’s.New Bruns­ 
wick, has carried out a similar under­ 
taking in its vicinity. 
Paths and 
roads have been cut through a charm­ 
ing stretch of woodland, and the re­ 
sult is a park in which the natural pre­ 
dominates, and the views that are af­ 
forded, outside of the park, are of tho 
most delightful character. 
There are 
towns and villages in European coun­ 
tries having forests in their immedi­ 
ate vicinity, whero tho same thing can 
be seen, and it would be possible in 
our own state to bring about equally 
beneficial results in many places. The

OUT OF SIGHT YEARLY IN CHICAGO, 


Many » Weird Tale Hidden Away in the 


Becords of Strange Disappearance 
Kept by the Police—A Remarkable 


I Case Unraveled by m Mind-Header 
Many a queer tale, more weird aud 


interesting 
than any penned b; 


writers of fiction, is hidden away iu 
the records of mysterious disappear 
ances kept by the Chicago Police De 
partment. 
Between three hundrec 


and four hundred men and women 
drop out of sight every year in this 
city—disappear as completely as if the 
earth had opened and swallowec 
them. What becomes of these people 
is a mystery few detectives care to at- 
tempt to explain. 
Foul play is the 


explanation advanced by their rela- 
tives in nine cases out of ten, murder 
by footpads being the customary plea, 
but in few instances are the facts such 
as to justify this conclusion. 


Wholesale 
killings for 
plunder 


could not go on year after year with- 
out detection. 
Sooner or later the 


bodies of some of the alleged victims 
would turn, up, or stolen valuables 
would be found in that market for all 
thieves, the pawnshop. It is because 
of lack of developments of this kind 
that officers experienced in criminal 
matters scout the idea of foul play. 
But people keep on disappearing at an 
alarming rate, and the natural ques- 
tion is, What becomes of them? 


They are not embezzlers or others 


who have known cause for hiding them- 
selves. If the reports received at Po- 
lice Headquarters are accurate, nearly 
all of these missing people are indi- 
viduals free from financial or domes- 
tic troubles, and, to all outward ap- 
pearances, happily situated in life. 


"Men do queer things at times," 


said former Captain Elliott, in dis- 
cussing this subject, "and of all their 
freaks that of mysteriously disappear- 
ing is the oddest. 
Sometimes they 


really become insane and actually lose 
their identity, but as a rule those who 
disappear are not afflicted mentally. 
Iu nearly every instance where a man 
of sound mind disappears, and no 
murder has been committed, close in- 
vestigation will disclose the fact that 
he has some real or fancied cause for 
getting out of the way. Wives are 
always positive their husbands love 
them, but I have known instances in 
which men who to all outward ap- 
pearances were devoted husbands 
were really weary of life with their con- 
jugal mates, and quietly 'disappeared' 
in order to get rid of them.

An unusually vigorous 
search was made for Matthews because 
he-was an intimate friend of Captain 
Campbell, secretary of the Depart- 
ment, and the latter interested himself 
in seeing that the hunt was a thor- 
ough me. Matthews lived in Mon- 
month, 111., and was a man of con- 
siderable wealth. He came to Chicago 
about the middle of November, wear- 
ing a new suit of clothes and with 
$700 in cash. Here he met and talked 
with several friends, all of whom 
afterward remarked that he was in 
fine health and spirits. Two days 
later Matthews was missing and no 
trace of him was to be found. 


"The police were baffled, when a 


mind-reader gave them a clew which 
led to strange disclosures. This per- 
son and Matthews had been suddenly 
taken insane in Chicago and had gone 
to a hotel in Madison street, near j 
Clark street, where he registered | 
under his proper name, but in an un- 
decipherable running hand, and had 
been assigned to a room on the fourth 
floor. Before bedtime, however, he 
had taken a car and gone to the lake 
near Jackson Park, where he drowned 
himself. Shortly after this, the mind- 
reader said, the body was washed 
ashore ia the Calumet region, where 
it was found by a fisherman, who ap- 
propriated the money and valuables, 
and then to save himself trouble buried 
the remains in the sand. 


"Matthews's signature was found 


on the hotel register, and he Lad been 
assigned to a fourth-floor room, which 
he had not occupied. Search along 
the sonthern lake front revealed a spot 
identical with that given by the mind- 
reader as the place where Matthews 
bad jumped into the water, and in the 
Calumet country the officers found the 
fisherman they were after.

Won't Arrent tMvrleum l;<mlem l!<*fuiirte 
There IN Nothing to Feed Them With -A 
Lucky Tinner—Woebegone Adventurers. 
James B, Keene, tbe famous Wall 


•treet speculator, has received tbe fol- 
lowing letter, dated Dawson City, 
Northwest. Territory, at his office in 
New York, from an expert mining en- 
gineer who, with an assistant, was 
sent to th*} Klondike region last fall 
by capitalists to investigate and report 
on the situation there: 


"A more God forsaken place yon 


.uever saw. The town lies on a flat 011 
the east side of the river, immediately 
back of which are hills about iive hun- 
dred feet high. The river is about 
three-eights of a mile wide, aud is, 1 
should judge, quite deep. 
The eleva- 


tion above sea level is approximately 
one thousand feet. Where the towii 
is located nmst have been an old 
moose swamp. During the summer 
time it is undoubtedly a regular qnag- 
inire. 


"There are fully five hundred loaf- 


ers in town who won't work aud ex- 
pect to be fed, and there is no food to 
feed them with. The police won't ar- 
rest them, because they haven't any 
food with which to feed them. Every- 
thing is frozen except the -whiskey, 
and there seems to be 
supply of that article at 
drink, or $10 per bottle, 
is §36 per bottle, and I suppose othev 
beverages are at corresponding fig- 
ures. 


"Five cent cigars cost fifty cents 


each, and flour, outside of the compa- 
ny's contracts, $125 for a fifty-pound 
sack; candles, $1 apiece. 
Heventy- 


five dollars is paid for a five-gallon 
can of coal oil. In fact, none is for 
sale. Sugar is thirty cents and tea $1 
a pound. 
Coffee .$1 a pound and not 


fit for dogs. Ordinary dog meat, 
which means dried fish, $1 a pound. 
No man works for less than $15 for 
nine hours, and confers a very great 
favor upon you even at that rate. 
Cordwood, sawed aud split, is §50 a 
cord in the yard. Can't say what it 
will be before this winter is over. 


"Cooking stoves are not to be had 


for love or money. Some sheet iron 
ones can be obtained at a cost ranging 
from §75 to §100. There is one tinner 
iu town working five men, aud his or- 
ders are thirty days ahead. 
Sawed 


lumber, the poorest quality, sells, 
when you can get it, for §1UO for a 
thousand feet, and flooring is twenty 
cents a foot. 
The restaurants are ail 


closed because they cannot buy sup- 
plies. Bakeries closed because there 
is no flour to be obtained. There is 
no hotel and there 
houses. 


"What in the world these people are 


going to do before the season is over 
I cannot say. Every building on the 


i Main street is either a saloon with a 
gambling outfit or a dance house. 


i There are only two stores, which be- 


I long to the companies, respectively, 


j the Alaska Commercial company and 


I the North American Transportation 
, and Trading company. They close at 
five o'clock because they have no can- 
dles or oil to burn. There is absolute- 
ly no place to go. There will be no 
more steamers here until next July. 


"The people are still coming in over 


the trail without provisions. The po- 
lice here are driving every one down 
the river as he arrives, aud the com- 
panies will assist in pushing out of 
town all persons who are not supplied 
with food. 


"The condition of affairs is very- 


precarious here. There is a possibility 
of there being bloodshed on account 
of the starving population. The stores 
sell nothing, and are only partially

Although these prices appear exor- 


bitant, they are reasonable wheu one 
examines into the trouble -and ex- 
pense necessary before the finished 
stick can be stepped and the wail 
spread to the breeze.

When the great modern American 


schooner came out, the demand for 
mast timber was greatly increased. 
With the extensive demand prices 
went up in proportion, and "made- 
up" masts were stepped in the big 
schooners. 
These masts were bolted 


together, and proved perfectly satis- 
factory and serviceable. The yachts- 
man, however, could afford "to pay 
more for his luxury than the sailor! 
could afford to pay for the spar for a 
merchant ship, with the result that 
in time it was the yachtinau's trade 
that was most sought after. 
j 


In making built-up masts, composed I 


of a number of smaller pieces, it is , 
easily possible to select only perfectly j 
sound material. They are usually ; 
made with a spindle—a big, square 
timber forming the centre, or heart — 
the round of the mast being formed 
by slabs laid on the sides of the 
spindle. These parts are not always 
a single piece. 
As a matter of fact, 


the spindle itself in its length is com- 
posed of two or three pieces scarved 
or spliced together, and the slabs 
bolted to the sides are often length- 
ened in the same manner, the scarves 
iu the slabs, 
however, not being 


brought opposite to those in the cen- 
tral spindle. 
The finished stick is 


usually banded with hoops of iron, 
and is subject, only as a solid stick 
might be, to decay. 
In -another 


method that is often used on the coast 
of Maine trie round of the timber is 
formed of three pieces instead of a 
spindle and slabs. Most of the deep- 
Avatev ships built nowadays ha-se low- 
er masts of iron. 


There is at the present time lying 


at the South street pier a big Ameri- 
can wooden schooner whose three 
masts are all different. It is an unusuul 
case, but the explanation is simple. 
Wheu she came from the Maine ship- 
yard, where she was built, her masts 
were all of wood, built up. 
In the 


course of time her foremast showed 
signs of decay aud it was condemned 
and taken out. 
She was at that time 


in New York and a sparmaker of Erie 
basin had a handsome stick of Oregon 
pine, out of which a foremast was made. 
Later on decay appeared iu her main- 
mast. 
She w as iu au English port 


then, and it was cheaper to get au 
iron mast, which was fitted in place 
in due course.—New York Situ.

rears. So much so. indeed, has tins 
business grown tb.it fnlJy a dozen 
firms, whose business was formerly 
confined to supplying i3io great fleet 
of working vessels with spars, have 
dcvoteil the major part of their efforts 
to supplying tbe thonsnmta of plea-s- 
ure craft aJon^ the coa^t and in tho 
adjacent waters with selected sticks 
npon whi'-h to stretch their spread of 
snowy canvas. 


The value of these masts is far be- 


yond the price that would appear ade- 
quate from the point of view of a lay- 
man.

James R. Keene, tho famous Wall 
atreet speculator, has received tho fol­ 
lowing letter, dated Dawson City, 
Northwest Territory, at his ollioe in 
New York, from an expert mining en­ 
gineer who, with an assistant, was 
sent to the Klondike region last fall 
by capitalists to investigate and report 
on the situation there: 


“A more God forsaken place you 
never saw. 
The town lies on a ilat on 
the east side of the river, immediately 
back of which are hills about live hun­ 
dred feet high. 
The river is about 
three-eights of a mile wide, aud is, I 
should judge, quite deep. 
The eleva­ 
tion above sea level is approximately 
one thousand feet. 
Where the town 
is located must have been an old 
moose swamp. 
During the summer 
time it is undoubtedly a regular quag­ 
mire. 


“There are fully five hundred loaf­ 
ers in town who won’t work and ex­ 
pect to be fed, and there is no food to 
feed them with. 
The police won’t ar­ 
rest them, because they haven't any 
food with which to feed them. Every­ 
thing is frozen except the 'whiskey, 
and there seems to be an unlimited 
supply of that article at fifty cents a 
drink, or $10 pev bottle. 
Champagne 
is §36 per bottle, and I suppose other 
beverages are at corresponding fig­ 
ures. 


“Five cent cigars cost fifty cents 
each, and flour, outside of the compa­ 
ny’s contracts, §125 for a fifty-pound 
sack; candles, $1 apiece. 
Seventy- 
five dollars is paid for a five-gallon 
can of coal oil. 
In fact, none is for 
sale. 
Sugar is thirty cents and tea $1 
a pound. 
Coffee $1 a pound and not 
fit for dogs. 
Ordinary dog meat, 
which means dried fish, #1 a pound. 
No man works for dess than §15 for 
nine hours, and confers a very great 
favor upon you even at that rate. 
Cordwood, sawed and split, is §50 a 
cord in the yard. 
Can’t say what it 
will be before this winter is over. 


“ Cooking stoves are not to be had 
for love or money. 
Some sheet iron 
ones can be obtained at a cost ranging 
from §75 to §100. 
There is one tinner 
in town working five men, and his or­ 
ders are thirty days ahead. 
Sawed 
lumber, the poorest quality, sells, 
when you can get it, for §100 for a 
thousand feet, aud flooring is twenty 
cents a foot. 
The restaurants are all 
closed because they cannot buy sup­ 
plies. 
Bakeries closed because there 
is no flour to be obtained. There is 
no hotel and there are no lodging 
! houses. 
j 
“ What in the world these people are 
| going to do before the season is over 
I cannot say. 
Every building on the 
1 Main street is either a saloon with a ; 
gambling outfit or a dance house. 
There are only two stores, which be­ 
long to the companies, respectively, , 
the Alaska Commercial company and 
the North American Transportation 
and Trading company. 
They close at 
five o’clock because they have no can­ 
dles or oil to burn. There is absolute­ 
ly no place to go. 
There will be no 
more steamers here until next July. 


“The people are still coming in over 
the trail without provisions. 
The po­ 
lice here are driving every one down 
the river as he arrives, and the com­ 
panies will assist in pushing out of 
town all persons who are not supplied 
with food. 


“ The condition of affairs is very 
precarious here. There is a possibility 
of there being bloodshed on account 
of the starving population, The stores 
sell nothing, and are only partially 
filling orders in rotation to the best of 
their ability. 
I do not dare to move 
until 1 am first settled. Caches, where 
individual supplies are kept, are being 
nightly robbed, and people are on the 
qui vive. 
In several instances thieves 
have been detected and shot, and 1 do 
not dare to leave this place without 
some one in it, for to lose our supplies 
at this stage of affairs in Dawson 
would simply mean—Death, 
Money 
can’t buy food, and the actual staple 
of life, flour, is unobtainable.”

These parts are not always 
a single piece. 
As a matter of fact, 
the spindle itself in its length is com­ 
posed of two or three pieces scarved 
or spliced together, and the slabs 
bolted to the sides are often length­ 
ened in the same manner, the scarves 
in the slabs, however, not being 
brought opposite to those in the cen­ 
tral spindle.

Blanco, the third general that Spain 
has tried to use to defeat the insurgents, 
does not promise to be any more of a 
success than his predecessors. 
The cry 
of “ down with Blanco," which but re­ 
cently resounded through the streets of 
Havana, 
are 
significant. 
Blanco’s 
plans for autonomy for the Cubans do 
n )t seem to be any more popular with 
the Spanish on the island than they are 
among the Cubans. 
The Spanish don’t 
want autonomy and neither do the In­ 
surgents, and between the opposition 
of both it looks as if Blanco's adminis­ 
tration would be as unsuccessful as either 
Campos or Weyler. 
Each of these 
general adopted a different plan of cam 
paign, and each have failed to pacify 
the island. 
The rebellion nas been go­ 
ing on for almost three years, and is no 
nearer the end now than at its begin­ 
ning, unless Spain is willing to give up 
Cuba. 
The rebels are stronger today 
than ever, full of confidence in their 
cause and spurn the offers of autonomy 
with contempt. 
The Cubans don’t 
•trust Spam; they know her too well to 
put any confidence in her promises. 
The failure of Blanco will soon become 
apparent, and then what? 
If Spain 
recalls Blanco it will be an admission 
of failure, and yet Spaniaids in Cuba 
who are loyal to Spain are demanding 
his recall. The failure of Blanco means 
the ultimate interference of the United 
States. 
Public sentiment is rapidly 
drifting that way and when once auton­ 
omy is given a fair chance and its fail 
ure is conclusively proven, that senti­ 
ment will become so strong that the 
powtis that be in Washington will have 
to heed it. 
The situation in Cuba is 
daily becoming more and more critic 
al and unless there shall come a speedy 
and unlooked for change in the situa­ 
tion on that unfortunate island, the in­ 
tervention of this country must be near 
at hand, and that intervention will 
mean the ultimate freedom of Cuba. 


Congressman Mahon introduced a bill 
in the House last week to pay claims of 
Pennsylvania for stores and supplies tak­ 
en by troops at the time of the invasion 
of the State during the rebellion. 
Tho 
bill contains the names of several hun­ 
dred persons, and carries an appropria­ 
tion reaching far up into the dundreds of 
thousands of dollars.

A good many incomplete references, 


some of them misleading, have been 
made to the suggestion of General 
Stone of the department of agricul- 
ture concerning a grand highway to 
cross the continent. What he actually 
suggested was that: 


"A great national highway might be 


constructed, called, perhaps, 
'The 


Great Boau of America,' which should 
first join together the states along the 
Atlantic seaboard; then strike across 
the country on a central line, say from 
Washington to San Francisco, joining 
there another line which connects the 
states on the Pacific coast; this road 
to be built, not by the general govern- 
ment alone, but by the states, under 
such arrangements a« they may make 
within their own borders, and by the 
government through the territories 
and its own lands and reservations: 
built not by taxation of the states or 
the people, hut practically out of its 
own benefits. I have seen so much of 
the benefits of good roads, and of the 
advance in the value of property along 
their lines, that I see the possibility 
of building even a great national thor- 
oughfare, costing ten or twenty thou- 
sand dollars a mile, and building it ul- 
timately out of its own benefits, by a 
temporary use of the government or 
state credit, to tide over until those 
benefits can be realized. 
, "There is no question but that such 
a road would benefit property to the 
extent of five miles on either side of 
it. Suppose that property were to be 
assessed with a long term of payments 
In instalments running up to tea or 
fifteen or twenty years, and suppose 
the property actually adjoining the 
road were to be assessed two dollars 
an acre, for instance, and the next 
half mile back a little less, and the 
next a little less, and so on, but al- 
ways giving the party ow uiug the 
property the privilege of selling out 
his land at a valuation if he did not 
choose to pay the assessment, and of 
buying it back again by paying the in- 
terest, if he found he had made a mis- 
take. 
The government could w-ell af- 


ford to ni'tke that liberal proposition, 
and it would result in nearly all the 
present property owners getting the 
actual benefit of the increase of the 
value of their property, and paying 
the assessment entirely out of such 
increase of value. 


"I have merely outlined this, not a^ 


n. perfect' scheme, but as. something 
that has suggested itself to me out of 
my experience inroad building, which. 
I think, with proper study and care, 
might be applied on a grand scale. 
Such a scheme would arouse great in- 
terest among the whole people of the 
United State'; it would be something 
worthy of the nation; something wor- 
thy of the beginning of the twentieth 
century. The mere location of such a 
road would have great historic value 
and importance. The line along the 
Atlantic coast would be the old post 
road in the time of the Revolution. 
The route across the Alleghanies might 
be ths line that the early settlers of 
this region followed when 
Daniel 


Booue and his comrades came over the 
mountains to settle these beautiful 
plains. The line across the Rocky 
mountains might be the line of Lewis 
and Clark and Fremont, and when \ve 
struck the Pacific coast we would 
strike the oldest road in all our his- 
tory, the Camilla Real, the great Span- 
ish royal highway which joined togeth- 
er the Catholic missions of the Pacific 
coast. 
The whole scheme would carry 


with it something that would inspire 
the entire nation. 
It is not any new- 


scheme; it is not any new idea. 
It 


was the idea of Jeflerson and Madison 
and Gallatin and many other great 
men who helped to start the national 
road which led through Pennsylvauia. 
Ohio and Indiana, and reached as far 
as the Mississippi river."

highest price paid by any dealer. 


The scene of Hie ponse-plucking is 


odd enough to unaccustomed eye". 
A 


basement, down to TV Inch a stepladder 
gives entrance, is the workroom. The 
big, bin-like compartments, 
barrels 


and boxes for stowing away the feath- 
ers. and the benches on which the 
pluckers sit are the chief features of 
furnishing. 
The air in this rnder- 


honre plucking place is misty with 


the drifting down that adheres to the 
ceiling and settles over tho clothing 
of the workers. The hair of the girls 
and the wigs of the older women are 
decorated with tinj white feathers. 
The geese are killed according to the 
Jewish method, and are plucked .as 
soon after as may be, as the feather* 
quit the skin more easily when the 
flesh is warm. 


"It's a pity that one coating of 


feathers is all we can get," said the 
manager of a Ridge street goose-pluck- 
ing. 
"If them birds could have been 


plucked when liviu' and then turned 
loose, they'd give us as many pounds 
again later. We get 40 cents a pound 
for these breast-feathers," he added, 
plunging his hands down into the 
yielding ma«s of curliness. 
"This 


quality don't need any curing. Those 
in the other bins are the inferior 
grade. 
I am careful to,keep them 


separate." 


Geese half-plucked, wholly plucked,' 


and those yet to be plucked hang; 
head-downward from the walls or lie 
scattered on the stools and boxes.! 
The pluckers all wear big, coarse! 
aprons, and the yellow breasts of the) 
birds gleam bare and pimply in tha 
straggling daylight as they are di-i 
vested of their covering. "Rip ! rip !J 
rip !" is the only sound in the place: 
the pluckers are too busy to talk; 
besides, the eye of the manager is on 
them; some, are not working at so 
much a bird, but by the hour, or to 
pay oft' some past obligation. 
Only 


the younger women can speak Eng- 
lish. A country goose-plucking, where) 
the squeaking goose has her long ueck| 
twisted round under the plucker's! 
arm, and is robbed of her glory under, 
the very eye« of the hissing,rebellious 
gander, is far more spirited, particu-' 
larly when, after 
the ordeal, the 


plucked victims find themselves free,' 
and waddle oft iu loud conclave, mak- 
ing indignant ado over their treat- 
ment. 
The east-side goose-plncking 


in the basement is tame in compari- 
son. 


The orthodox Jews use goose-grease 


in the preparation of all their food, 
lard being prohibited, and even butter 
is prescribed in the cooking of certain 
dishes. 
This obligation makes neces- 


sary the consumption of many geese. 
The tiesh of the goose is liked also, 
not only by the Jews of that populous 
neighborhood, but bv- the Germans as 
well, so the weekly killing and pluck- 
ing of the long-billed cracklers as- 
sumes important place iu the doings 
of that particular vicinitv.—New York 
Po&r. 


The Antiquity of Gol<I. 


Gold was probably the first metal 


observed and collected, because of the 
instinctive understanding of its in- 
trinsic value. Aboiit it superstitions 
grew, religious and ceremonious rites, 
and strange crimes were committed 
for its possession in the days when it 
was believed that it was of such stuff 
that the sun itself was made and the 
halls of Valhalla paved. Piock paint- 
ings and carvings of Egyptian tombs 
earlier than the days of Joseph indi- 
cate the operation of washing aurifer- 
ous sand, and a subsequent melting 
in furnaces by the aid of blow-pipes. 
Less than twenty years ago the old 
mines of Nubia, so graphically de- 
scribed by Diodorus. were 
redis- 


covered on the shores of the Red sea, 
together with a line of ancient wells 
across the desert; the underground 
workings where ore veins had been 
followed by the pick, the rude cupel- 
ling furnace for assaying, picks, oil 
lamps, stone mills, mortars 
aud 


pestles, inclined warming tables of 
stone, crucible^ and retorting fur- 
naces of burned tile, by which the en- 
tire process coiild be traced.

of war exchanged their life blood for 
glittering dust to fill the treasuries of 
their captor*.

The stone has lain iu the 


quarry till now.

stone and set it upon the lake front at 
Milwaukee in time for the semi-cen- 
tennial of statehood. 
It is said the 


questions of engineering have been 
solved satisfactorily, and that from 
$40.000 to $.">(),OfM will move the stone 
to the water and float it down the 
lakes to Milwaukee. 
This monolith 


is 10 feet square at the base, 113 feet 
high, and taners to a square of four 
feet at the top. 
It is ten feet longer 


than ! any single stone ever quarried 
as far as records show. 
It is a dark 


blood-red sandstone, without a flaw, 
either in texture or color, aud it is 
said that but few quarries in the world 
can produce such a shaft.—New York 
Sun.

As Mr. Hemp 
was reaching for the lines the wagon 
passed over a small gulley, and he was 
thrown off between the horses and wa­ 
gon. 
He was dragged some distance, 
after which the wheels passed length­ 
wise over his body. 
He was found in 
the field unconscious, and remained in 
that condition until death.

A bill was introduced into the Mary­ 
land Legislature last Friday for the 
consolidation of the four electric com­ 
panies that have secured the privilege 
of conduct lines between Baltimore 
and and Washington.

The Vandals Caught. 


If the Frederick county authorities 
will do justice to themselves and the 
afflicted communities in which Harry 
Bloomstock and his associates have 
resided, they will see that shoemaker, 
horse trader and all around tough is 
kept in confinement long enough to 
teach him how to conduct himself when 
at liberty. 


Last Monday Howard Miller,of near 
Graybill’s mill, near Emmitsburg, ap 
peared before ’Squire Harry Snyder 
and made information fot the arrest 
of Harry Bloomstock, his alleged wife, 
Mrs. Noah Sheely, and a man by the 
name of Claybaugh, charging them 
with theft. 


Early Tuesday morning the newly 
elected constable of Mt. Joy township, 
Wesley Stately, started to serve the 
warrants. 
He rapped long and hard 
at the door of Harry Bloomstock, who 
finally rose out of bed and appeared 
at the door. 
He was promptly placed 
under arrest. 
Mrs. Sheely refused to 
appear or even to get out of bed,so the 
constable, it is alleged, placed her un­ 
der arrest while in bed. 
She was fi­ 
nally induced to dress herself, and to 
gether with Bloomstock and Claybaugh 
they accompanied the constable to the 
office of Justice Snyder. 


A hearing was given them and they 
were about to 
be committed, wher 
Bloomstock begged not be sent to jail 
at Gettysburg but, instead, direct to 
jail at Frederick, being willing to go 
without requisition. 
They were then 
taken before a Squire at Emmitsburg 
for the purpose of committing them to 
jail at Frederick, and it was before this 
Squire that the rascals gave each other 
iheir true character. 


Claybaugh, desiring to get fee, turn­ 
ed State’s evidence and charged Bloom- 
stock and Mrs. Sheely with doing the 
stealing, and also charged Bloomstock 
with robbing the corner stones of sev­ 
eral churches, adding that Bloomstock 
“ didn’t get a d— d cent for his trou­ 
ble.” 
In return Bloomstock and Mrs. 
Sheely charged that Claybaugh did the 
work. 


It really looks as if the Frederick 
jail now holds the corner stone vandals, 
and it is to be hoped that at all events 
Frederick county will see that they are 
well cared for. 
They have 
been of 
much annoyance to Littlestown and 
the vicinity in Germany township in 
which they have lately resided.— Inde­ 
pendent.

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ON THE GRAND BANKS* 


How and Cod and Halibut Are Taken 


by the Small Vefeuelv. 


CuKtnv Kobbc wrltc-s an article en- 


. titled "On tho Grand Banks arid Elee- 


ivhere" for St. Nicholas. Mr. liobbe 
lays; 


The trawlers are generally found on 


the Orand Banks, the baud-liners on 
Ibo Western Rank and QuJro. Those 
nand-linors are smaller vwscls with 
fewer dories, and the men fish with 
hand-linc-s. one man and two lines to 
i dory. The hand-liner gits in the 
middle of his dory, with a compart- 
ment in its stern, another In Its bow, 
for his catch. When you see the bow 
stir-king far up in the air, you know 
the fisherman has his stern-load. Then, 
is flsh after flsh flashes Into the other 
rompartment, the bow settles, and 
(v-heu the dory is on an even keel the 
ftancHiner pulls back to the vessel. 


The trawlers bait with fresh her- 


ring, mackerel, nnd squid; the hand- 
flners with salt clams. The catch of 
both is split and salted, and the vessel 
bas a full "fare." or catch, when she 
Has "wet her salt." that is, used up all 
her salt—and is full of fish. A traw- 
ler's voyage lasts about eight weeks; a 
band-liner's, eleven. 


A trawler's crew receives no wages, 


but fishes on shares. First, the cap- 
tain gets a percentage; of the remain- 
fler one-half goes to the vessel, wihich 
"finds," that is, supplies the gear, 
stores, salt, and half the bait; and the 
other half to the captain-and crew in 
equal shares, which run from $110 to 
$150, and even to $250. 


But among the hand-liners each man 


Is paid according to what he catches, 
the "fare" from 
each dory 
being 


weighed as it is taken aboard. This 
stimulates 
competition. 
There 
is 


ludgment in knowing where to flsh, or 
how long to stay over a certain spot; 
and even the quickness with which a 
line is hauled in will make a percepti- 
Dle difference at the end of a day's fish- 
ing. 
It means something to be "hig-h 


line," as they call the best fisherman, 
at the end of a voyage, and those who 
win this distinction time and again, as 
some do, become known as "killers" 
ind "big fishermen." 


The main catch on the Banks is cod 


and halibut. There 3s also a fleet of 
small American vessels which pursues 
the merry swordflsh. Swordfishing is 
good sport—whaling on a small scale. 
A. man, dart in hand, stands In the 
vessel's bow. supported by a semi-cir- 
cular iron brace. When near enough 
to tho fish, he lets fly the dart. A 
swordflsh may weigh 3T.O pounds. One 
can tow a dory a mile, nnd a piece of 
the sword has been found driven 
through the bottom of a oilot boat

** WHO ROBBEDJHE STATE. 
Historical Articles Have Disappeared 


From Pennsylvania's Capitol. 


Harrisburg, Feb. 1.—State Librarian 


William H. Egle has submitted his re- 
port for 1897, In which he states there 
are 134,535 volumes In the state library, 
Including duplicates of state documents. 
Dr. Egle suggests that the next legis- 
lature introduce the system of "trav- 
eling libraries" Into the state library 
work. He states that 12 libraries, some 
•with branches, have been established 
tinder the library act of June 28, 1895. 
The report commends P. A. B. Wldener, 
of Philadelphia, for his generosity In 
presenting his magnificent residence in 
that city to be used as a branch of the 
public library. 


Dr. Egle claims that portraits of 


Ceorgre Washington, Thomas Wharton 
and Benjamin Franklin, owned by the 
etate, have disappeared. It is known 
to the officials of the Historical So- 
ciety of Pennsylvania, says Dr. Egle, 
that a prominent citizen of Philadelphia 
has the portrait of Franklin, which he 
bequeathed 
to 
the commonwealth. 


Copies of these portraits were some 
years ago placed in the frames and the 
originals taken by persons who had no 
right to them. Dr. Egle thinks an ef- 
fort should also be made to recover the 
first American flag unfurled In British 
water during the revolutionary war, 
and the Stars and Stripes raised on the 
citadel of Mexico upon its capture, both 
of which formerly belonged to the state, 
kind have mysteriously disappeared. 


FATAL HOTEL FIRE. 


The Alvord House Destroyed and Six 
Persons Met Death. 


Gloversville, N. T., Feb. 2.—The Al- 


vord House, the largest hotel in Fulton 
•county, was destroyed by fire yester- 
day morning. The fire started on the f 
ground floor and shot up through the 
Tipper stories with lightning like speed. 
Almost immediately after the flames 
were discovered the alarm was sound- 
ed, and th& big hotel was soon the 
scene of wildest excitement. Many of 
the guests were forced to flee without 
saving anything. Some even lost their 
«lothing. A few of the suests made 
their escape by the stairways, but 
others were forced to jump from the 
•windows or were taken therefrom by 
firemen. 


Six persons perished In the flames, 


and a dozen others were more or less 
Injured in making their escape. The 
dead are: 
E. C. Kimball of Indian- 


apolis, his wife and daughter; Ben- 
jamin F. Strickland, Henry C. Day and 
Charles Ruppert, bell boy in the hotel.

"been made during the day to induce 
Turley to withdraw in Taylor's favor, 
It is stated that he positively refused. 
"Then negotiations to deliver the Taylor

ed in the dropping of Taylor. The joint 
•convention of the two houses of the 
legislature elected Mr. Turley senator 
At noon today.

An important business function of 
the oast side is the weekly goose- 
plucking, carried on sometimes by a 
private indi\idual and his family, 
sometimes by a poultry-dealer, who 
pays his assistants so much a bird. 
The pluekers are invariably women 
ami young girls, and some are experts 
at the trade. 
The plucking begins 
about three o’clock on Thursdays, in 
anticipation of the early buyers on 
Friday morning, which is market-day 
in that section. 
The plucking con­ 
tinues until Friday afternoon, and 
ambitious lingers, spry at the task, 
strip oil* great quantities of feathers in 
that time, and reap quite a harvest of 
nickels. 
Five cents a goose is the 
highest price paid by any dealer. 


The scene of the goose-plucking is 
odd enough to unaccustomed eyes. A 
basement, down to which a stepladder 
gives entrance, is the workroom. The 
big, bin-like compartments, barrels 
and boxes for stowing away the feath­ 
ers, and the benches on which the 
pluekers Bit are the chief features of 
furnishing. 
The air in this under- 
liouve plucking place is misty with

A good many incomplete references, 
some of them misleading, have been 
made to the suggestion of General 
Stone of the department of agricul­ 
ture concerning a grand highway to 
cross the continent. What he actually 
suggested was that: 


“ A great national highway might bo 
constructed, called, perhaps, 
‘The 
Great Roact of America,’ which should 
first join together the states along the 
Atlantic seaboard; then strike across 
the country on a central line, say from 
Washington to San Francisco, joining 
there another line which connects the 
states on the Pacific coast; this road 
to be built, not by the general govern­ 
ment alone, but by the states, under 
such arrangements at they may make 
within their own borders, and by the 
government through the territories 
and its own lands and reservations: 
built not by taxation of the states or 
the people, but practically out of its 
ow'n benefits. 
I have seen so much of 
the benefits of good roads, and of the 
advance in the value of property along 
their lines, that I see the possibility 
of building even a great national thor­ 
oughfare, costing ten or twenty thou­ 
sand dollars a mile, and building it ul­ 
timately out of its own benefits, by a 
temporary use of the government or 
state credit, to tide over until those 
benefits can be realized. 


“ There is no question but that such 
a road would benefit property to the 
extent of five miles on either side of 
it. 
Suppose that property were to be 
assessed with a longterm of payments 
In instalments running up to ten or 
fifteen or twenty years, and suppose 
the property actually adjoining the 
.road were to be assessed tw’o dollars 
an acre, for instance,, and the next 
half mile back a little less, and the 
next a little less, and so on, but al­ 
ways giving the party owning the 
property the privilege of selling out 
his. land at a valuation if he did not 
choose to pay the assessment, and of 
buying it back again by payiugthe in­ 
terest, if he found he had made a mis­ 
take. 
The government could w*ell af­ 
ford to m*»ke that liberal proposition, 
and it would result in nearly all the 
« 


present property owners getting the 
actual benefit of the increase of the 
value of their property, and paying 
the assessment entirely out of such 
increase of value. 


“ I have merely outlined this, not as 
a perfect4 scheme, but as. something 
that has suggested itself to me out of 
my experience in road building, which, 
I think, with proper study and care, 
might be applied on a grand scale. 
Such a scheme would arouse great in­ 
terest among the whole people of the 
United States; it would be something 
worthy of the nation; something wor­ 
thy of the beginning of the twentieth 
century. 
The mere location of such a 
road would have great historic value 
and importance. 
The line aloug the 
Atlantic coast wonld be the old post 
road in the time of the Revolution. 
The route across the Atleglmnies might 
be ths line that the early settlers of 
this region followed when 
Daniel 
Boone and his comrades came over the 
mountains to settle these beautiful

I am careful to „ keep them 
separate.”

The World** Greatest Monolith. 


Five years ago, iu au attempt to 
showr what they could do, the great 
red sandstone quarries of F. Prentice 
at Houghton Point, 
Wis,, cut out the 
greatest mauolith the world has ever 
seen. 
It was then attempted to con- 
vev the. same to the World’s fair, but 
the engineering 
questions involved 
proved too much for the experts who 
had charge, 
or necessitated the ex­ 
penditure of more money than was at 
hand. 
The stone has lain in the 
quarry till now'. 


Efforts are being made to move this 
stone and set it upon the lake front at 
Milwaukee in time for tho semi-cen­ 
tennial of statehood. 
It is said the 
questions of engineering have been 
solved satisfactorily, and that from 
$40,000 to $50,000 will move the stone 
to tho water and float 
it down the 
lakes to Milwaukee. 
This monolith 
is 10 feet square at the base, 115 feet 
high, and tapers to a square of four 
feet at the top, 
It is ten Met longer 
than ; any single stone ever quarried 
as far as records show. 
It is a dark 
blood-red sandstone, without a llawf, 
either in texture or color, and it is 
said that but few quarries m the world 
can produce such a shaft.—New York 
Sun.

Clow and Co<l and Halibut Are Takctt 
by the Small Vessels* 


Gustav Kobbe writes an nrtlele on- 
% titled “On tho Grand Banks and Else- 
^ <vhoro” for S t Nicholas. 
Mr. Kobbe 
lays; 


The trawlors are generally found on 
the Orand Banks, the hand-liners on 
Iho Western Bank and Qulro. 
Those 
hand-liners are smaller vessels with 
fewer dories, and the men fish with 
handdines, one man and two lines to 
* dory. 
The hand-liner sits in 
the 
middle of his dory, with a compart­ 
ment in its stern, another In its bow, 
Tor his cateli. 
When you see the bow 
(ticking far up in the air, you know 
Ihe fisherman has his stern-toad. Then, 
is fish after fish flashes Into the other 
compartment, the bow settles, and 
<vhen the dory is on an even keel the 
hand-11ner pulls back to the vessel. 


The trawlers bait with fresh her­ 
ring, mackerel, and squid; the hand- 
flnors with salt clams. 
The catch of 
both Is split and salted, and the vessel 
has a full “fare,” or catch, when she 
bas “wet her salt,” that is, used up all 
her salt—and is full of fish. 
A traw­ 
ler's voyage lasts about eight weeks; a 
twand-llner’s, eleven. 


A trawler’s crew receives no wages, 
but fishes on shares. 
First, the cap­ 
tain gets a percentage; of the remain­ 
der one-half goes to the vessel, wihich 
“finds,” 
that is, 
supplies the gear, 
stores, salt, and half the bait; and the 
other half to the captain-and crow in 
equal shares, which run from $110 to 
$150, and even to $250. 


But among the hand-liners each man 
Is paid according to what he catches, 
the “fare” from 
each dory 
being 
weighed as Jt is taken aboard. 
This 
itimulates 
competition. 
There 
is 
(udgment In knowing where to fish, or 
how long to stay over a certain spot; 
and even the quickness with which a 
line is hauled in will make a percopti- 
Dle difference at the end of a day’s fish­ 
ing. 
It means something to be “high 
line,” as they call the best fisherman, 
it the end of a voyage, and those who 
<vln this distinction time and again, as 
»ome do, become known as “killers’1 
end “big fishermen.” 


The main catch on the Banks is cod 
and halibut. 
There is also a fleet of 
small American vessels which pursues 
the merry swordfish. 
Swordfishing is 
good sport—whaling ou a small 6cale. 
A. jnan, dart in hand, stands in the 
ressePs bow, supported by a semi-cir­ 
cular iron brace. 
When near enough 
to 
swordfish may weigh 350 pounds. One 
can tow a dory a mile, and a piece of 
the 
sword has been found driven 
through the bottom of a oilot boat.

Tho T rade in Locusts. 


Locusts are regularly shipped from 
Algeria to London, 
where they are 
worked up by manufacturers of guano. 
This information is of unusual inter­ 
est now, owing to the report of a p u r­ 
chase for the English markets of A r­ 
gentine locusts, which may compete 
with the African article. 
In this con­ 
nection a report of the British consul- 
general in Algiers is of importance. 
Algeria had two iiights of locusts last 
year. 
That the visitations in that 
country are of magnitude is shown 
when it is stated that the area over 
which the eggs were laid last year was 
‘124,500 acres, while 270,120 bushels 
of young locusts were destroyed, and 
these are said to be below the real 
figures. 
The barriers or lines of de­ 
fence, made of the “ Cyprus appara­ 
tus,*1 or of zinc, 
extended over 322 
miles, while 27,113 ditches were dug 
at the foot of these to catch the young 
locusts. 
The damage for the yer«r is 
estimated at about §250,000.* -Boston 
Transcript,

WHO ROBBED THE STATE. 


Historical Articles ITnvo D!flnppeAre4 
From Pennsylvania's Capitol. 


Harrisburg, Feb. 1*—State Librarian 
William H. Egle has submitted his re­ 
port for 1897, In which he states there 
are 134,535 volumes in the state library, 
Including duplicates of state documents. 
Dr. Egrle suggests that the next legis­ 
lature introduce the system oi “trav­ 
eling libraries** into the state library 
work. He states that 12 libraries, some 
With branches, have been established 
tinder the library act of June 28, 1895. 
The report commends P. A. B. Widener, 
of Philadelphia, for his generosity in 
presenting his magnificent residence in 
that city to be used as a branch of the 
public library. 


Dr. Egle claims that portraits of 
George Washington, Thomas Wharton 
and Benjamin Franklin, owned by the 
Btate, have disappeared. It is known 
to the officials of the Historical So­ 
ciety of Pennsylvania, says Dr. Egle, 
that a prominent citizen of Philadelphia 
has the portrait of Franklin, which he 
bequeathed 
to 
the 
commonwealth. 
Copies of these portraits were some 
years ago placed in the frames and the 
originals taken by persons who had no 
right to them. Dr. Egle thinks an ef­ 
fort should also be made to recover the 
first American flag unfurled in British 
water during the revolutionary war, 
and the Stars and Stripes raised on the 
citadel of Mexico upon its capture, both 
tot which formerly belonged to the state, 
land have mysteriously disappeared. 


FATAL HOTEL FIRE. 


The Alvord House Destroyed and Six 
Persons Mot Dontk* 


Gloversville, N. Y., Feb. 2.—The Al­ 
vord House, the largest hotel in Fulton 
county, was destroyed by fire yester­ 
day morning. The fire started on tho 
ground floor and shot up through the 
upper stories with lightning like speed. 
Almost immediately after 
the flames 
were discovered the alarm was sound­ 
ed, and thfr bifir hotel was soon the 
ecene of wildest excitement. 
Many of 
the guests were forced to flee without 
caving anything. Some even lost their 
•clothing. 
A few of the quests made 
their escape by the stairways, 
but 
others were forced to jump from the 
'windows or were taken therefrom by 
firemen. 


Six persons perished in the flames, 
*nd a dozen others were more or less 
injured in making their escape.

•dead are: 
E. C. Kimball of Indian- 
Apolis, his wife and daughter; Ben­ 
jamin F. Strickland, Henry C. Day and 
•Charles Huppert, bell boy in the hotel.

Xraffio Suspended by Storm in anà 


About Boston, 


V E S S E L 
W E E O K E D ,

Boston, Feb. 2. — A northeast 
snow 
storm, ^Yhich set in on Monday 
and 
raffed until yesterday afternoon, com- 
pletely paralyzed all branches of busi- 
ness and street car and steam railroad 
trafUc» and shut off the city from com- 
munication by wire with all places out- 
side the 
citv limits of 
Boston. 
The 
storm was the most severe this city 
has experienced in 2o years, and caused 
the loss of several lives, beside doing a 
moiiey damage of hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars. 


More than half the electric lights of 
the city wont out. and 
in 
suburban 
towns the fire alarm service was crip- 
pled. 
In Newton broken wires fallin?? 
across others started a lire in the elec- 
tric room of the elegant residence of 
Charles J. Travolli, the wealthy Pitts- 
burg steel manufacturer,* and in two 
hours nothing' remained of the house 
but ashes. 
Mr. Travelli's family es- 
caped in their niirht clothes 
without 
saving anything. 
The loss amounts to 
about $100.000. 


Late 
Monday night 
the 
big 
three 
masted schooner Charles T. Bricrgs, of 
Bath, Me., coal laden, was dashed to 
pieces on the Nahant coast, and it is 
believed her crew of eiRht men per- 
ished. 
The body of one of the crew 
has been recovered. 


The Boston and Albany road start- 
ed two express trains for New York 
during 
the forenoon, but 
it 
was 
2 
o'clock before they were able to pro- 
ceed beyond Natick, ten 
miles from 
this city. 
The tracks were not only 
blocked 
with 
snow, 
but 
masses 
of 
broken poles and wires scattered over 
the 
road were encountered at 
many 
points. 


The city 
and suburbs 
are 
covered 
with broken poles and tangled wires. 
Many horses were killed in the streets 
by stepping upon the ends of telephone 
wires which had fallen across the trol- 
ley wires. 
Last night tlie situation as- 
sumed such a dangerous aspect 
that 
Mayor Quincy 
ordered 
that none of 
the electric lights be turned on except 
in districts where the wires are under 
ground. 


At Lawrence, Mass., the storm 
has 
paralyzed business and tralTic. 
Street 
car lines are tied up and communication 
with 
other towns 
almost 
suspended. 
All the mills were seriously affected by 
the storm. 
Many 
of the 
operatives 
were out, and some of the mills were 
not running at all. 
Forty passengers 
on a train out of Boston passed 
the 
night stuck fast in a snoY/ drift be- 
tween Ballarvale and Lowell, without 
food, and did not reach Lawrence un- 
til late yesterday afternoon. 


A dispatch from Gloucester, Mass., 
says: The storm at Gloucester was one 
of the worst in many years, and the 
damage which lies In Its wake will foot 
up about $200.000. About one thousand 
fishing 
and other vessels were wholly 
or partly wrecked. 
A dozen of these 
were wholly wrecked. 
Eighteen lives 
are said to have been lost, and there 
may be 12 more who have gone down in 
missing vessels. 


At Waterviile. Me., small houses have 
been burled by 20 foot drifts of snow. 
The Lockwood Cotton mills have been 
closed, the operatives being unable to 
reach the factory. 
Men in snow shoes 
made their way 
through 
the streets. 
There has been no train over the Maine 
Central railroad for 24 hours.

New York, Feb. 2.—The storm which 
began Sunday night swept over New 
York state with great fury, and yes- 
terday was central in the New England 
states. 
Northern New York is snow- 
bound, and tlie extent of damage in 
New England cannot be approximated. 


The "up the state" 
residents 
have 
suffered from cold, which ranged as low 
as 20 degrees and more below zero. At 
Albany, Troy, Saratoga and many other 
places in the state as much AS two and 
three feet of snow has fallen, and re- 
ports are to the effect that It is the

n o u s e DefefttA Teller's Ilcsolntlou for 
liond J'uyments In SUvor. 


Wednesday of last week the house 
had 
another day of* political 
stump 
speaking in connection with the 
In- 
dian appropriation bill. The only busi- 
ness of Importance transacted was the 
defeat of the motion to strike out the 
appi'opriation for the Carlisle 
Indian 
school, and the appropriation 
stands. 
The senate discussed Teller's bondreso- 
lution. 


Thursday in the senate was devoted 
to further discusFion of the Teller res- 
olution, which was to have been voted 
upon at 4 o'clock, but by unanimous 
consent the vote was postponed until 6 
o'clock on Friday evening. The house 
passed 
the Indian 
appropriation 
bill 
after eliminating the provisions for the 
leasing of the gigantic mineral lands 
of 
the 
Uncompaghre reservation in 
Utah and the coal lands of the Kiowa, 
Comanche, Apache and Wichita reser- 
vations. 


The great event of last week in con- 
gress was the passage by the senate, 
on Friday evening, of th*» Teller reso- 
lution authorizing the payment of bond 
Issues, principal and interest, in silver. 
The vote was 47 to 32. 
All efforts to 
amend the resolution before the 
final 
vote were voted down. Mr. Lodge's gold 
standard substitute being defeated by 
24 yeas to 53 nays. The Republican sil- 
ver senators voted for the Teller reso- 
lution. 
The house passed the bill to 
pay the 
Methodist 
Episcopal church, 
south, $288,000 for damages 
sustained 
during the war. 


On Saturday the house made a pre- 
tense of considering the District of Co- 
lumbia appropriation bill. 
The senate 
was not in session. 


On Monday of this week In the house 
the Teller I'esolution authorizing bond 
payments in silver, passed by the sen- 
ate, was overwhelmingly defeated, the 
vote being: 
Yeas, 132; nays, 182. 
The 
jgpeaker had his name called in order to 
place himself on record -against the res- 
olution. 


On Tuesday in the senate little busi- 
ness was transacted in open session. In 
executive session Senator Piatt (Conn.) 
Bpoke in favor of Hawaiian annexation, 
and Senators Pettlgrew and White op- 
posed It, Friends of the treaty are now 
confident of success. In the house Mr, 
Mahany (N.Y.Rep.) bitterly denounced 
Mr. W. A. Stone (Pa.) for his position 
favoring the immigration bill.

INTEREST IN FORESTRY. 


•\vnul Antlovi^r, Miikr., Ik Today and "What 
St, John, N, IJ., Hart l>oiio. 


A communication in a journal thatis 
j^ublishcd in the interests of forestry 
shows that increased attention is be- 
ing paid to tliat subject in many parts 
of the country. 
The writer, who is a. 
woman, tells how tho citizens of the 
town of Andover, Mass., liavo raised 
two-thirds of the $4000 needed to buy 
a beautiful stretch of woodland which 
compria is a part of Indian Eidgc, on 
the eilge of the town. 
The Kidge is 
tho natural pleasure park of tho mill 
people, and on the woodland in ques- 
tion thnre are oaks, chestnuts, hem- 
locks and maples, besides Kon\e mag- 
nificent white pines. 
A year ago it 
was learned that the pines were to be 
sold for lumber,, and a movement was- 
be.gun to secure tho woodland for for- 
estry and park purposes. 


'*Tho thought of its possibilities," 
tho writer explains, '*did not come at 
once, but it came very soon. 
It oc- 
curred to some of us that siuce all in- 
terested wished the woodland kopt in 
its natural beauty, the only caro being 
to keep the forest in its highest perfec- 
tion, it might be made a useful object 
lesson to the owners of small wood- 
lands, and to the boys and girls in 
schools, giving them a knowledge they 
have, as yet, no means of obtaining, 
and developing an increasing interest 
in forest preservation. 


The town of St. »Tohn's,New Bruns- 
wick, has carried out a similar under- 
taking in its vicinity. 
Paths and 
roads have been cut through a charm- 
ing stretch of woodland, and the re- 
3ult is a park in Avhich the natural pre- 
:lominatea, and the views that are af- 
forded, outside of thè park, are of the 
most delightful character. 
There are 
towns and villages in European coun- 
tries having fcn'ests in their immedi- 
ate vicinity, where the same thing can 
be seen, and it would be possible iu 
our own state to bring about equally 
beneficiai results in many jolaces. The

woods" is as nothing when compared 
with the sense of beauty that Avould 
be developed by maint.iining them in- 
violate.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

James R. Keene, tho famous Wall 
•treet speculator, has received tho fol- 
lowing letter, 
dated Dawson City, 
Northwest Territory, at his ollice in 
New York, from an expert mining en- 
gineer who, 
Avith an assistant, was 
sent to thii Klondike region last fall 
by capitalists to investigate and report 
on the situation there: 


"A more (xod forsaken piano you 
'.uever saw. 
The town lies on a Hat on 
the east side of tho river, immediately 
back of which are hills about live hun- 
dred feet high. 
The river is about 
three-eights of a mile wide, and is, I 
should judge, quite deep. 
The eleva- 
tion above sea level is approxnuatoly 
one thousand feet. 
Where the town 
is located must have been an old 
moose swamp. 
During the

time it is undoubtedly a regular quag- 
mire. 


"There are fully five hundred loaf- 
ers iu town who won't work and ex- 
pect to be fed, and there is no food to 
feed theniAvith.

Every- 
thing is frozen excei)t the -wliiskey, 
and there seems to bo an unlimited 
supply of that article at fifty cents a 
drink, or SIO per bottle.

per bottle, and I suppose other 
beverages are at corresponding fig- 
ures. 


"Five cent cigars cost fifty cents 
each, and flour, outside of the compa- 
ny's contracts, §125 for a 
fifty-pound 
sack; candles, $1 apiece. 
Seventy- 
five dollars is paid for a five-gallon i 
can of coal oil. 
In fact, none is for 
sale. 
Sugar is thirty cents and tea SI ' 
a pound. 
Cofl'ee $1 a pound and not ; 
fit for dogs. 
Ordinary dog meat, 
which means dried lish, ¡$1 a pound. 
No nuin works for 'less than .§15 for 
nine hours, and confers a very great 
favor upon you even at that rate, 
Cordwood, sawed and split, is S5t) a 
cord in the yard. 
Can't say -what it 
will be before tins -winter is over. 


"Cooking stoves are not to be bad 
for love or money. 
Some sheet iron : 
ones can be obtained at a cost ranging 
from $75 to $100. 
There is one tinner 
in town working five men, and his or- I 
ders are thirty days ahead. 
Sawed 
lumber, 
the poorest quality, 
sells, 
when you can get it, for .SlliO for a 
thousand feet, and flooring is tAventy 
cents a foot. 
The restaurants are all 
closed because they cannot buy sup- 
plies. 
Bakeries closed because there 
is no flour to be obtained. 
There is 
; no hotel and there are no lodging 
I houses. 
j 
"What in the Avorld these jDeople are 
I going to do before the season is over 
I cannot say. 
Every building on the 
' Main street is either a saloon with a 
I gambling outfit or a dance house. 
, There are only two stores, Avhich be- 
long to the companies, respectively, 
the Alaska Commercial company and 
the North American Ti-ansportation 
and Trading company. 
They close at 
five o'clock because they have no can- 
dles or oil to burn. There is absolute- 
ly no place to go. 
There will be no 
more steamers here until next 
July. 


"The people are still coming in over 
the trail Avithout proA'isions. 
The p(j- 
lice here are driving every one doAvn 
the river as he arrives, and the com- 
panies Avill assist in pushing out of 
town all persons Avho are not supplied 
with food. 


"The condition of aflairs is A'ery 
precarious here. There is a possibility 
of there being bloodshed on account 
of the starving population. The stores 
sell nothing, and are only partially 
filling orders in rotation to the best of 
their ability. 
I do not dare to move 
until I am first settled. Caches, Avhere 
individual supplies are kept, are being 
nightly robbed, and people are on the 
qui viA'e. 
In several instances thieves 
haA'e been detected and shot, and I do 
not dare to leave this jjlace Avithout 
some one in it, for to lose our supplies 
at this stage of aiiairs iu Dawson 
Avould simjjly mean- -JJcath. 
Money 
can't buy lood, and the actual staple 
of life, flour, is unobtainable."

In making built-up masts, composed 
of a number of smaller pieees, it is 
easily possible to select only perfectly 
sound material. 
They are usually 
made Avith a spindle—a big, square 
timber forming the centre, or heart — 
the round of the mast being formed 
by slabs laid on the sides of the 
spindle. 
These parts are not always 
a single piece. 
As a matter of fact, 
the sjnndle itself in its length is com- 
posed of tAvo or three ])ieces scarved 
or spliced together, and the 
slabs 
bolted to tho sides are often length- 
ened ita the same manner, the scarA'cs 
in the slabs, 
however, not 
being 
brought o])posite to those in the cen- 
tral s])indle. 
The 
finished 
stick is 
usually banded Avith hoops of iron, 
and is subject, only as a solid stick 
might be, 
to decay. 
In 'another 
method that is often u.^^ed on the coast 
of Maine the round of the timber is 
form.ed of three jueces instead of a 
spindle and slabs. 
Most of the deep- 
Avater ships built noAvadays have low- 
er masts of iron.

Avas cheaper to get an 
iron mast, Avhich Avas fitted in place 
in due course.

The failure of Blanco will soon become 
apparent, and then 
what? 
If Spain 
recalls Blanco it will be an admission 
of failure, and yet Spaniaids ui Cuba 
who are loyal to Spain are demanding 
his recall. The failure of Blanco means 
tlie ultimate interference of the United 
Stales. 
Public sentiment is rapidly 
drifting that way and when once auton- 
omy is given a fair chance and its fail 
ure is conclusively proven, that semi- 
ment will become so strong that the 
poweis that be in Washington will have 
to heed it. The situation in Cuba is 
daily becoming more and more critic 
al and unless there shall come a speedy 
and unlooked for change in the situa- 
tion on that unfortunaie island^ the in- 
tervention of this country must be near 
at hand, and that 
intervention 
will 
mean the ultimate freedom of Cuba. 


Statue for 
Gettysburg, 
The bill authorizing the erection oi 
a statue 10 the late President Lincoln, 
whicl) has been referred lo the Library 
Committee of the Senate, has been fav* 
orably reported. 
The projc-ct of locat- 
ing the ]jroposed statue on the field of 
Gsttysburg was highly 
recommended 
by the coinnmtee. 
The bill provides 
that the preparation and ejection of the 
statue shall be under the direction arid 
sujjervision of the Secretary uf W a r , - 
''who IS authorized io contract for such 
a statue and pedestal, after tllfe design 
for the same shall have been selected by 
a commission consisting of the Secre- 
tary of War, the Commaniier of the 
Army» the (Jovernor of I^ennsylvania, 
a n d 
the Commander in-chief of the 
G. A, R . 


Congressman Mahou introduced a bill 
in the House last week to pay claims of 
Peunsylvania for stores and supplies tak- 
en by troops at the time of the invasion 
of the State during the rebellion.

Great Road of America,' which should 
first join together the states along the 
Atlantic seaboard; then strike across 
the country on a central line, say from 
Washington to San Francisco, joining 
there another line which connecta the 
states on the Pacific coaat; this 
road 
to be built, not by the general govern- 
ment alone, but by th« states, under 
such arraugementa a* Ihey may make 
within their own borciers, and by the 
government 
through the 
territories 
and its own lands and 
reservations: 
built not by taxation of the states or 
the people, but practically out of its 
own benefits. 
I have seen so much of 
the benefits of good roads, and of the 
advance in the value of property along 
their lines, that I see the possibility 
of building even a great national thor- 
oughfare, coating ton or twenty thou- 
sand dollars a mile, and building it ul- 
timately out of its own benefits, by a 
temporary use of the government' or 
state credit, to tide over until those 
benefits can be realized. 


"There is uo question but that such 
a road Avould benefit property to the 
extent of five milea on either aide of 
it. 
Suppose that property were to be 
assessed with a long term of payments 
In instalments running up to t e a or 
fifteen or twenty years, and 
suppose 
the property actually adjoining 
the 
.road were to be assessed 
two dollars 
an acre, for instance,, and the next 
half mile back a little less, and 
the 
next a little less, and so on, but al- 
waya giving the party owning 
the 
property the privilege of selling out 
his. land at a valuation if he did not 
choose to pay the assessment, and of 
buying it back again by paying the in- 
terest, if he found he had made a mis- 
take. 
The government could well af- 
ford to m^ke that liberal proposition, 


and it Avould result in nearly 
all 
the 
t 


present property ow^nera getting the 
actual beueiit of the increase of the 
value of their prop(»rty, and l a y i n g ' 
the assessment entirely 
out of such 
ijicrease of value. 


" I have merely oiitlined this, not as 
a perfect* scheme, but as, something 
that has suggested itself to me out of 
my experience in road building, which, 
I think, Avith propei' study 
and care, 
might be applied 
on a grand scale. 
Such a scheme would arouse great in- 
terest among the whole people of the 
United States; it would be something 
worthy of the nation; something Avor- 
thy of the beginning of the twentieth 
century. 
The mere location of such a 
road would have great 
historic value 
and importance. 
The line along the 
Atlantic coast would be the old post 
road in the time of the 
Revolution. 
The route acrosstheAlleghaniesmight 
be ths line that the early 
settlers of 
this region followed 
when 
Daniel 
Boone and his comrades came over the 
mountains to settle these beautiful

The pluckers are invariably women 
and young girls, and sonje are experts 
at the trade. 
The

about three o'clock oji Thursdays, in 
anticipation of the early buyers on 
Friday morning, wljich is market-day 
in that Sectio». 
The jjlucking 
con- 
tinues 
ujitil Friday 
aftenioo]], and 
ambitious Jijigera, sj}ry at the task, 
strip ojV great (juantities of featliers in 
that time, and reap quite a harvest of 
nickels. 
Five cents a goose is the 
liighesi price paid by any dealer. 


The scejie of the goo8e-]>lucking is 
odd enough to ujuiccustomiiil eyes.

basement, down to A\hich a stepladder 
gives entrance, is the Avorkrooin. 
The 
big, 
bin-like compartments, 
barrels 
and boxes for stowing awa^' the feath- 
ers, and the benches on Avhich the 
pluckers sit are the chief features of 
furnishing. 
The

Historical Arttole« Have Dlnappeare4 
From Pounsylvaula's Capitol. 


Harrisburg:, Feb. 1,—State Librarian 
William H. Effle has »ubmltted his re- 
port for 18U7, In which he states ther® 
are 134,535 volumes In the state library, 
Including duplicates of state documents. 
Dr. Effle suprgests that the next legis- 
lature introduce the system of "trav- 
eling libraries" Into the state library 
work. He states that 12 libraries, some 
With branches, have been established 
under the library act of June 28, 1895. 
The report commends P. A. B. Widener, 
of Philadelphia, for his generosity in 
presenting his magnificent residence In 
that city to be used as a branch of the 
public library. 


Dr. Egle claims 
that 
portraits 
of 
'George Washington, Thomas Wharton 
and Benjamin Franklin, owned by the 
Btate, have disappeared. 
It Is known 
to the ofliclals of 
the Historical So- 
ciety of Pennsylvania, says Dr. Egle, 
that a prominent citizen of Philadelphia 
has the portrait of Franklin, which he 
bequeathed 
to 
the 
commonwealth. 
Copies of 
these portraits 
were some 
years ago placed in the frames and the 
originals taken by persons who had no 
right to them. Dr. Egle thinks an ef- 
fort should also be made to recover the 
first American flag unfurled In British 
•water 
during the revolutionary war, 
and the Stars and Stilpes raised on the 
citadel of Mexico upon its capture, both 
c t which formerly belonged to the state, 
land have mysteriously disappeared. 


FATAL HOTEL FIRE. 


The Alvord House Destroyed and Six
